A Rabbinic Recruit. 


SINCERE congratulations will be accorded to the Rev. kL. M. 
Levy, the Minister of the Durban, Natal, Congregation, upon his 
having had conferred upon him, quadrupally, the Rabbinic Degree. 
This is not only highly creditable to Rabbi Levy and a tribute to 
his Jewish scholarship and learning, but it is also a pleasing sign 
of the value attached to Jewish knowledge and competence in 
Jewish Law by our brethren in South Africa, who have given to 
Rabbi Levy the necessary facilities for obtaining his title. South 
African Jewry thus shows a high measure of what, for lack 
of a better word, is termed “ Jewishness." We have recently 
had as a visitor to these shores, Professor Dr. LaAnpav, 
Chief Rabbi of the Witwatersrand Congregation of Jobaunes- 
burg, and those who bave been fortunate enough to meet 
him must have been impressed with the fine Jewish feeling 
that animates him © Nor must we forget that Dr. Herz, 
the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, for many years ministered 
with much influence in South Africa. It is a matter, then, for no 
wonder that South African Jewry shows itself in all matters Jewish 
to be deeply and keenly interested. Recent interviews that have 
appeared in our columns with Rabbis Lanpau and Levy—and Mr, 
FiInBURGH, M.P.—bear ample testimony to this. 
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Intolerable Obiter Dicta. 


WE are very averse from calling out and making a fuss of every 
more or less absurd statement publicly made against Jews. Very 
often it is wisest to treat such with contempt and not for our people 
to worry their souls about the views of the ignorant or the malicious. 
But, on the other hand, it is necessary in such cases to guard 
against an undue suppression of very natural feeling. That 
may well result in 4 regrettable loss of valuable Jewish self- 
consciousness. We do not believe, for instance, that it is right 
that remarks libellous upon Jews, that may be made by those 
holding official positions in the country, sbould pass without 
notice. That is particularly so when such libels proc eed 
from the judgment seat, and an old and habitual offender 
in this resp ct is Judge CLUER of the Whitechapel County Court. 
There is no denying the teasing onerousDness of his particular task. 
He bas to deal in large measure with litigants of foreign birth 
unused to the ways of this country and frequently unacquainted 
with its language. They are people, too, who have been bred and 
brought up in a totally different kind of social atmosphere than the 
one they now inbabit and in environments very unlike their present 
ones. But these facts are well understood and a judge who takes 
upon himself the duty of administering the law to such people, ought 
always to bear in mind their circumstances and their conditions 
and vet conduct bimself with regard to them with the dignity 
and the impartiality of which British Justice is rightly proud, It 
is impossible to say that Judge CLUER did so when, the other day, 
inthe course of a case concerning a wages dispute, be said to a 
witness: “In the thirty-four years that I have sat in this district, no 
Kowlishman bas ever come to tell me falsehoods of this kind. It is 
always your people.’ To suggest as this does that no non-Jews are 
ever concerned in a cas@ in which the question is whether wages are 
due or not, which was the point at issue in the suit before him, is, of 
course, ludicrous, | But to pillory the poor wretched witness in this 
fashion is, at the same time, intolerable. It is not, however, the only 
lapse of the sort of which Judge CLUER has been guilty during the last 
week or two. Inthe course of a case before him, a witness sore: 
v hat excitedly interrupted, whereupon the Judge said : 

Your only idea of a trial is to shout at the top of your voice so 
that the Judge shall not be able to hear the other side. That will 
never succeed with me. You did succeed once and you have puid for 
it for 2,000 years, 

‘The words italicised should be particularly noted, because of their 
reference to the legend upon which is based one of the chief causes 
throughout history of the hatred of Jews by Christians. Cannot 
some action be taken by some representative Jewish body such as 
ihe Deputies, who not long ago made formal complaint about this 
Judge, which would result in Judge CLwER in future giving his 
valuable services on the Bench in some Court where Jews are not 
likely so constantly to be litigants before him and, as evidently 
happens, to upset his judicial attitude? It is not right that Jewish 
witnesses, or those who bring their cases to the Whitechapel 
County Court, should be bullied and browbeaten by the one who is 
there first and foremost for their protection.

Have we come to this, then, that Dr. Montefiore really 
says when in this article he declares “people who 
no home and no just rights of citizenship"? That 


is a strange declaration to come from a gentleman who was 
associated, as was Dr. Montefiore for years, with the Anglo-Jewish 
Association and the Deputies, and I know not how many other 
bodies, in their strenuous endeavours to demand and maintain 
rights of citizenship for Jews who declared in their Prayers—in the 
most sacred moments of their lives—that they were in exile, not, 
of course, as individuals, but as @ people? Does Dr. Montefiore 
mean, perchance, that only Jews who individually think themselves 
in exile are not deserving of citizen righte? Then there are 
precious few, if any of them, and his observation, as he made it, 
was consequently, bowever intended, mere prejudice against his 
own people. Does he refer, on the other hand, to the exile which 
Jews as a people feel themselves to be in? Then, for the life of 
me, I do not understand his consistency in demanding citizen rights 
for Jews, as he has done for years past. 


fhe other point which I feel should not be allowed to go 
uncontradicted in Dr. Montefiore’s article, is his presentation of 
Liberal’ Jews as the select, the crime de la crime of Jewry. It 
is all very well for Dr. Montefiore to be convinced of the right- 
ness of the position taken up by “Liberal” Judaism. But he 
is utterly unjustified in presenting that conviction in such a 
way to the world at large as to convey a prejudicial idea of 
every other form of Jewish belief and practice. He even goes 
so far as to say that © Liberal” Judaism is the one sure réligious 
haven for the Jew, where he can be free from the onslaughts 
of the perverter. Someone devoted to missionary work had 
declared that “* Liberal’ Jews are more difficult to convert to 
Christianity and are really further off from it than orthodox 
Jews.’ And Dr. Montefiore accepts this and accepts it moreover 
gratefully and in comfort as a tribute to “Liberal” Judaism. But 
& moments thought ought to have revealed to him the possibility 
—I put it no more strongly—that the perverter finds in the 
' Liberal” Jew a subject hardly worth powder and shot. After all, 
we do not go climbing up trees to pick fruit which we know is ready 
to full into our hands! And as to accepting definitely a Christian 
docirine and Christian belief, I think it probable that a Jew who 
has been always religiously inclined, given to dogiaa and practice in 
Judaism, is far more likely to go overtothe like thingsin Christianity 
than a Jew whose religions attitude has become ana@wmic and weak, 
and who having rejected Jewish practice—ceremony, ritual and 
so forth—-would not be likely to be attracted by Christian. It has 
often been noticed how Jews brought up in the strictest form of 
Judaism have gone over to Christianity not in its more 
colourless form of Protestantism but to the deep red of Romanism. 
Dr. Montefiore says that “ Liberal” Jadaism has prevented thou 
sands of Jews who had abandoned or were abandoning Jewish 
Orthodoxy from becoming not converts to but absorbed by Ciris. 
tianity, and their children from becoming not merely nominal 
Christians or nothing, but believing Christians from their child- 
hood. Toa certain extent this may be true. But the whole point 
which Dr. Montefiore misses, and by missing misrepresents Judaism 
entirely, is in the degree in which “Liberal” Judaism is comparable 
to Judaism as a religious faith. In “ Liberal" 
tell where or for what a man stands. 
is different from “Liberal” Judaism in Germany, and both are 
miles apart from “Liberal” Judaism in America, and particularly 
from the extremists—Dr. Montefiore’s own word—of Cincinnati. 
Whatever may be said of Orthodox Jews, or of Orthodox Judaism, 
there is at least authority and law, both to govern them and to 
indicate the religious principles upon which they rely. “ Liberal" 
Judaism, on the other band, is a convenient expression illegitimately 
applied to anything and nothing—a chaotic conglomeration of 
“do-as-you-like" and “go-as-you-please,” and it is no wonder 
that those who wished to release themselves from Judaism 
but had not the courage to say that they had ceased to be 
Jews, found in™ Liberal” Judaism the nominal Judaism whica 
they are alone willing to carry, and that largely because they 
are identified with Jews by the world at large and cannot 
help themselves. For the world at large dislikes converts, 
pace perversion endeavours. The converted Jew is suspect 
and—as I have always found—-most surely by the very ones who 
have managed to convert him. I could go on giving instance 
after instance of this, and proving it from facts of to-day. 
But I think I have said sufficient to show how unjustified Dr, 
Montefiore is in his presentation of Judaism to the world at large 
by the estimate in which he places “ Liberal’ Judaism before it. 
There is no need for me to remind my readers how Dr. Montefiore 
coolly ignores the plain lesson of history in abstaining from asking 
himself what has become of those Jews who went over to “ Liberal” 
Judaism in one ferm or anoiber, not only in this country but in 
every country Jews have inhabited—in Germany, the cradle of 
“Liberal” Judaism, not the least conspicuously. Nor is there need 
for me to ask Dr. Montefiore whether when he claims in this article 
that “the ‘Liberal’ Jew is just as anxious to preserve religious 
distinctiveness as the Orthodox Jew,” he does not mean in fact that 
the religious distinctiveness is in relation to Judaism more than 
in relation to the dominant faith—at least in point of practice.

Just a word more. Dr. Montefiore’s article is like the curate’s 
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egg, good in parts—in many parts. But Dr. Montefiore must not 
mind my saying so, because he prides himself upon being frank, 
his article, like most of what he writes and most of his addresses, 
ia marred by a strange intolerance which impels him actually to 
libel his fellow-Jews who are not of bis exact way of thinking 
religiously or politically. And it is an intolerance of which there 
is no sign or scintilla, when he deals with Christianity or Hellenism. 
It is confined entirely to his bandling of matters having reference 
to Jews and Judaism. Far be it from me didactically to suggest the 
reason. But it may be that the inferiority‘complex with which all 
of us Jews are said more or less to be afflicted, is stronger in Dr. 
Montefiore than in most of us, just. because he is as a Jew, to use 
his own word again, an extremist. This may seem paradoxical, but 
{ believe it is true. There never walked a stronger, more stiff- 
necked—upright in all his ways I need not add—Jew than Dr. 
Montefiore. He is an example, of which, however, there have been 
several in history, of Jews who have proved themselves to be all

And I humbly submit it for Dr, Montefiore’s 
cousideration when he denounces so bitterly and contemns so 
wholeheartedly those béles noires of his, Jewish Nationalists who 
are not Jewish religionists.

The Rev. E. M. Levy, M.A. 
RABBINICAL DEGREE. 

The Rev. E, M. Levy, M.A., Minister of the Durban, Natal, Con. 
gregation, who had been on a visit to this country, returned to South 
Africa on Wednesday. Prior to leaving, he had conferred upon him by 
four of the most eminent Rabbis in Europe, the Rabbinical degree. 

Rabbi Levy, who is a native of this country and was a student of 
Jews’ College, has been Minister at Durban for about five years ; he was, 
during the War, a Chaplain to the troops in France and is Examiner in 
Hebrew for the Joint watricalation Board of the University of South 
Africa, An article from his pen, entitled “ The Rationale of Jewish Law, 
Faith and Reason,” appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT 
for October 26th, 192. 

On Sunday last the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire and Mrs. Hertz 
held a numerously attended reception to bid farewell to Rabbi Levy. 


The Royal Academy. 


JUWISH EXHIBITORS, 

This year's Royal Academy shows, perbaps more than that of any 
previous year, the effects of the falling off of the younger generation and 
the gradual thinning out of the master-craftsmen who were its chief 
Claim to prestige before the war. It is interesting to note, in this con- 
nection, the disparity between the proportion of Jewish artists here and 
the proportion on the walls of the independent galleries. At the New 
English Art Club it is usual to find at least ten per cent. of the painters 
are Jewish, and at the more advanced London Group, the percentage is 
even higher; but at the Royal Academy, among some sixteen hundred 
works, we flod scarcely more than a dozen Jewish artists exhibiting. 

The most original, though pot the most skilful, of the Jewish painters 
at the Academy is Henry J. Lotz, whose “Cornish Landscape” (No. 40) 
is ap arrangement of high colours in very decorative juxtaposition. 

In this picture there is a strong feeling for tone and design, but there 
is also a crudity, particularly evident atthe juncture of the major planes, 
which suggests that Mr. Lotz might go at least part of the way with his 
more “ photographic” co-exhibitors, apd learn from Nature a subtlety 
which his invention does not yet effectively replace. 

At the opposite extreine, is the work of Mr. I. M. Cohen, whose two 
portraits show a considerable technical achievement, but a minimum of 
originality and p'astic feeling. His “ Mrs. Astell” (No. 80), displays, with 
slightiy more than usual dexterity, a style of portraiture which has 
grown rather tedi nus through much repetition during the last twenty 
years. We have the high lights on gold hair, on pearis, and on a black 
dress, a technica! flourish in dealing with the hands, and of the rest there 
is nothing to be sail, except that it is unobtrusive. 

In “J. K. Mathew, Eq.” (No. 219), the painter gives us a bolder and 
more interesting composition, and very much more subtlety in dealing 
with the costume, but in neither can one find any trace of the idea ip 
form which really makes a picture, 

Miss Dorothea Selons exhibits “La Provencale” (No. 106), a figure 
built up with strong curves and vivid colours, very attractively pat on, 
but as a whole the picture is rather too consciously artistic, aud shows 
too clearly the mark of the posed model. 

This, bowever, and Miss Flora Lion’s portrait of “Sir Edward 
Wallington” (No. 587), a sober, Dut a very well conceived and soundly 
executed piece of work, are the best all round canvases by Jewish painters 
in the exhibition.

ADDITIONAL GRANT TO DISTRICT SUPERVISORS. 

A meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita was held on Tuesday 
in the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Hencage 
Lanc.

wlaved ell eritickem, The £1,000 voted three years ago, and subsequently 
rly. would not do now as the work had increased. The Beth 
convinced that in the interests of Kashrut the Shechita Board 
would vote the supplementary grant of £150, 

(‘ouncillor M. H. Davis, L.C.C., seid that the Chief Rabbi had not given 
hom sufficient facts te justify giving the supplementary grant. There were 
ight District Rabbinical Supervisors, and if they divided the £1,000 between 
them it meant £125 each, yet the Chief Rabbi had mentioned that they wanted 
to increase the existing grants te some of these Rabbis. He would like to 
Know whether one Rabbi was receiving more than another. It was wrong 
to suggest that the first attempt to pasken shaaloth was with the 
appointment of these Rabbinical Supervisors. Every Rabbi of the Federation 
of Synagogues did it, and one Rabbi even refused the grant from the Shechita 
Board because he did not know what his duties were. £1,150 was insufficient 
to supervise the whole of the Kashrat of London, He moved that the money 
be granted and that the whole matter be referred back to the Executive 

(‘ommittee who should issne an exhaustive report on the work of the District 
Rabbinice! Supervisors. They had never had a report at a meeting of the 
Board, 

Councillor A. EK. MaGen seconded the reference back. 

The Corer Rapst said that he had spoken generally and did not yo into 
details as to how the money had been spent. They wanted the supplementary 
“rant as new districts required supervising. Mr. Davis misunderstood 
him when he said that the money was required to increase the emoluments 
if those already doing the work. He had said that it was unfair to decrease 
theiremoluments, Noone welcomed Committee reports more than the Beth Din, 
raid the Chief Rabbi, and if the Board later wanted a public report even for 
publication in the press, the Special Committee would be pleased to let them 
have it. 

The CnHainMan refused to put Councillor Davis's amendment, 
notwithstanding the latter's protestations, and the motion to vote the 
supplementary grant was adopted. : 

The Secretary read the following statement, on behalf of the President,

examined by him shows an appreciable improvement on the Weinl«rg 
apparatus, and, since it would fall on this Beard to construct any of these 
machines at the Board's own expense, and this would involve a considerable

expenditure, the Executive Committee have decided to invite Mr. Wein bery 


to submit his machine again for a test at the Islington Cattle Market. 

Mr. Jacobs, th» Vice-President, and 1 have seen Professor Hobday, the 
chairman of the Weinberg Pen Committee, and, at our suggestion, he has 
kindly undertaken to convene his committee and to supervise the trial of the 
Weinberg apparatus, and the date of the 3rd June is suggested by Professor 
Hobday for this purpose. 

In accordance with the authority vested by you in the Executive Com- 
mittee, we are now in negotiation with Professor Hobday in regard to the 
details, and we shall make the same arrangements as we did at the time of the 
abortive test in January, 1928, in order that we may know whether the 
Weinberg casting apparatus will meet our requirements. 

I need hardly add that the Ecclesiastical Authorities and the members 
of this Board will all be invited to witness the trial so soon as it is definitely 
fixed, 

The CuarkMan said that the matter was one of very great importance 
both to the Board and to the Community, Invitations would be issued to 
every member of the Board to attend the trial. He asked them to reserve 
their reports or comments until after the Board and the judges had given their 
reports,

He also asked them to imagine the 
amount of skill and patience that was required to teach these 
poor children. The education authorities seemed to forget that 
these children could not be tanght by ordinary teachers. If they 
went to an ordioary school, they wonld get no religions instruction 
atall. When the school was first started, and for many years afterwards, 
there Was a man as Head Teacher: first Mr. Van Praagh, then Mr. 
Schoentheil who was succeeded by Mr. Katner on whose death in 1915 
Miss Davids was appointed. Miss Davids had proved herself a wonder. 
falteacher and organiser. He never could have believed that a lady 
could do so well. Two excellent male teachers, Mr. Musson and Me. 


‘Hart, were doing splendid work, and the lady teachers were Miss Metson, 


Miss Wilsvere and Miss Vines, who showed admirable devotion and 
skill. They must remember that these children were not only tanght 
what all other children were taught, writing, reading and arithmetic, bat 
they had first to learn how to hear and how to speak. They were even 
taught Hebrew and Religion. Would they really believe it that as Boy 
Scouts and Girl Guides, they conld compete with hearing children? 
They heard with their eyes instead of with their ears. When they left 
the Home, through the care of an after-school Committee, these children 
obtained elnployment i dressmakers, carpenters, tailors, leather 
Workers, and gave cvery satisfaction. They were intensely grateful to 
that Committce whose members did mos* useful work. The same 
applied to all their subseribers and also to tse Aid Society, which had 
afforded them immense help. He also wished to thank the Appeal 
Committee, especially Mr. Desmond Tuck. Major Stern, as Chairman, 
had worked most assiduously and successfully. 


THE CHIEF RABBI. 


THE Citthe RABBI OF THE British EMPIRE proposing the toast 
of the London County Council, said that: it was often spoken of 
as the L.C.C. What did these mystic lettecs stand for? He 
believed it was Lord Roseberry who suggested that they stood for “ Lead, 
City of Cities.” In other worlds, London's very greatness and pre 
eminence among the wortd’s cities carried vital obligations with it. How 
great thes* obligations were and how old they were, they wonld gather 
if he recilled to their minds two contradictory charges that had been 
levelled against Jews. Oa the one hand, they were accused of having the 
international mind, because from of old, they had the unshakeable 
conviction that there were certaiu humswa decencies and duties which 
transcended political bouodaries even in wartime. Ona the other hand,a 
charge exactly opp site to the one just mentioned was levelled against 
them. Some people had discovered that the insuperable obstacle toa world 
Ssuper-state to-lay was the fecling of nationality; the idea first clearly 
realised in Jude. that one’s native land was something sacred and of 
incommensurabic worth. Now they were prepared for a third charge, 
which would bring them within speaking distance of the srbject of their 
toast—the London Conaty Council. Jews had given not only the ideals 
of nationalism and internationalism to the world, but also the hichest 
conception of local, civic and municipal citizenship. In modern times 
the importauce of the city in human life had shrivelled, and the city had 
ceased to be a supreme source of inspiration to its children. The city of 
to-day was very often not much more than a place in which to make 
money or to spend money. I[t was different in medieval Europe: 
let them think of Venice, Florence, or the Flemish cities, and of their 
throbbing life, their soaring dreamsand theic lasting achievements —all 
the outcome of a local patriotism that amounted to a spiritual passion, 
It was different in ancient times: to the classical nations, worthy 
human life seemed impossible apart from civic life, and participation 
in civic government was considered the basis of all the virtues. It was 
different in ancient Julm#a: to priest, prophet and people alike, their 
beloved city Zion, whose foundations were Righteousness, and 
whose ramparts were Peace, was the hinge round which 
all history turned. The strength of that city, moreover, was not 
to consist in armed force, but inthe character of all its inhabitants. 
“All thy children shall be taught of the Lord,” was their watch- 
word—a watchword which led to the first efforts anywhere in this 
world, to provide elementary instruction for all the children of the 
Community. This old Bible ideal of universal education found an echo 
in Mr. Baldwin’s pronouncement that morning of the good news that at 
long last the opportunity for the best and highest education was to be 
given to every child in Great Britain. “Such has long bsen the aim of 
the London County Council,” said Dr. Hertz. “The citizens of London, 
through the London County Council, contribute to-day a net sum of 
£6,000,000 per annum for education, including the maintenance of special 
schools for the backward child, for the blind, the deaf and thedumb. So 
[come back, after all, to the connection between the London County 
Council and the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, and I have excellent 
authority for the statement that without the aid given by the London 
County Council the Institute could pot exist ; but the Jewish Community 
would do its share towards the Institution. It would heed its appeal for 
material helpand it would extend to it moral help by sending more 
Jewish children to it and making fullest use of its great and beneficent 
potentialities.” (Cheers.) 

Miss NETTIE ADLER, J.P., L.C.C., in responding paid a tribute to 
the work that was being done in the Home, saying that it was really a 
home, not an institution. The children were charming and full of life, 
They of the L.C.C. regarded the Schoo! with much affection. She made 
enquiries to see how the Scho>l was regarded by the inspectors and she 
was told—in fact a report had been given to her—that it was satisfactory 
in allrespects. The Home also gave the childrena splendid religions 
education, which they could not possibly get in a Council School. More- 
over, in having children admitted from a very early age—three years in 
some cases—they were able to do a tremendous amount of good which 
they could not do in their day sehools. 

Major F. C. STERN, O.B.E., M.C., Hon. Treasurer, put up for auciion 
a drawing, which he said had been presented for that purpose by Mr. 
George Belcher, the well-known artist. It ultimately realised £890, 
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Major Stern then announced that as result of the appeal the sum of 
£7,450 had been raised. 


Mr. DESMOND Tuck proposed “ The Visitors,” which was responded 
to by Sir HERBERT COHEN, 


Major STERN gave the toast of “ The Chairman.” 


Lord READING, in replying, expressed his satisfaction at being abie to 
help by his presence the canse for which he had endeavoured earlierin 
the evening to plead. He referred to an incident during the war, mentioned 
by Major Stern, when he and the gallant Major met on board a destroyer 
and when, as Major Stern had said, although Lord Reading faced the 
untoward elements with equanimity amounting to suavity, he (Major 
Stern) despite Lord Reading's attempts to engage him in conversation, 
found himself very much otherwise employed. Lord Reading said that he 
had gathered his immunity to the elements such as were beating around 
them on the occasion from his having been boyon the fo’c’stle of aship 
when he was a Jad of sixteen ; and he proceeded to say thathe called to 
mind the fact that his first “ brief" and the first time that he had been 
asked to act as counsel was when he was chosen by the fo’c’sle to repre- 
sent a grievance that had arisen by reason of the presence of maggots and 
weevils in the ship's biscuits. He bad to confessin the presence of the 
Chief Rabbi that he did not much trouble bimself as to the propriety of 
eating the animals in question. (Laughter.) He, however, approached 
the “old man,” as the captain was called, and after stating his case 


received the somewhat laconic answer: Bake the biscuits. For the life 


of him he could not understand how baked maggots and weevils would be 
much more palatable than raw. (Laughter). But hesubsequently discovered 
that ne bad become the hero of the fo’c’sle. For the sailors told him that he 
had obtained all that they wantéd, because, when the biscuits were baked, 
and they were gently shaken, the little animals dropped out dead. (Loud 
Laughter.) Lord Reading proceeded to say that it always gave him 
particolar pleasure to give what aid he could to the work of the Jewish 
Commonity. He regretted that the various calls upon his time were such 
as did not enable him to give more Communal service. Mention had been 
made of the service he had been enabled to do for the State. But he 
could assure them that whenever he performed such duties, he never had 
absent from his mind the idea that in what he was doing, he was doing 
something for the npraising of the status and the maintenance of the 
dignity of his own Community. (Loud cheers.) 


Adath Yisroel Synagogue. 
THE SYNAGOGUE AND ZIONISM, 


Mr. 1. Kestenbaum presided last week at the annual meeting of the 
Congregation. He said that through their intimate association with the 
Union of Orthodox + ynagogues the Congregation had been able to continue 
to protect, and generally further the interests of, orthodoxy in the United 
Kingdom. The educational activities of the Synagogue were continually 
developing, and there were a number of Shiurim and Study Circles held 
daily. Mr. H. M. Lunzer, Treasurer, presented the balance-sheet. The 
net income of the Synagogue amounted to £1,868, while that of the 
aMiliated institutions, including the Classes and Mikvah, the Zedaka and 
Gemilut Chesed Funds, totalled £1,450. Mr. H. A. Goodman reported on 
the work of the Congregation’s representatives at the Deputies of British 
Jews. Their delegates were members of several of the important sub. 
committees, and particularly the Shechita Committee, in which they 


_ were keenly interested. The Union of Orthodox Congregations, he said, 


had participated at the Jewish Agency Conference, and their esteemed 
Ray, Dr. Schonfeld, bad placed the point of view of orthodoxy in that 
connection before the Conference. 

Mr. L. Leiserowitz moved a resolution “of co-operation with the 
Zionist Movement, and that an annual contribution be made to the Zionist 
Movement.” “Ir. 5. Broza moved a resolution “ viewing the grave con- 
cern of the Congregation at the use being made of the Adath Yisrael 
Synagogue for propagating work in connection with the Agudat Yisrae),” 
Mr. H. A. Goodman said that in his opinion it would be impossible for an 
orthodox Jew to remain a member of a congregation which supported a 
fund such as the Jewish National Fund. Any ‘attempt to involve the 
Synagogue—in which both Agudists and Zionists were strongly repre- 
sented—would inevitably lead to strife and disharmony. After a dis. 
cussion, the Chairman ruled both resolutions out of order in view of the 
unanimous adoption of a further resolution, moved by Mr. H. Pollock, 
“placing on record the absolute neutrality in political matters of the 
Synagogue, but pointing out the necessity of co-operating with various 
activities of Anglo-Jewry.” The following were elected: Messrs. § 
Fleischman, Acting President; W. Paros, Vice-President ; H. M. Lunzer 
Treasurer; Eckstein, H. A. Goodman, Leo Herman, B.A., F. 8. Hamburger.

Ot eeeeniaial on the report, the CHAIRMAN said that as far as he was 
concerned there was very little he had to add to the remarks which he 
bad made on previous occasions.

He thought it was wise 
to keep the League in existence in order to make quite certain that the 
' principles which they had fought for and had won should be maintained. 
“1 think,” said Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD, “that if the League of British 
Jews were wound up there might possibly be occasions when we should 
regret it.” There was nothing in the report to which he would like to 
call their attention except the topic of considerable interest which was 
mentioned therein, by which it was proposed to add to the Council of the 
gionpist Organisation a quota of non-Zionists. He had no comment to 
make upon that, and be did not want to air his personal views on the 
subject. He wished all success to those who were out to do good 

‘work in Palestine. He personally found that his own hands were fully 
occupied in looking after the various charitable requirements not only of 
the Jewish Community, but also of the country at large. Therefore, he 
took no part in the Zionist Organisation or in the work in Palestine. As 
President of the League of British Jews he felt that although it was part 
of their programme to be quite ready to assist anyone who wanted to go 
to Palestine with advice, he did not feel that it was incumbent upon the 
League to take any particular part in this new movement to find funds 
which the Zionists themselves could not provide. 

Mr. LioneL Jacoss, after seconding the adoption of the Report, which 
was carried, proposed the re-election of the Council. This was agreed to. 

Dr. C. G. MONTEFIORE, after returning thanks on behalf of the 
‘Counci!, said: 

“T bave often spoken at these annual meetings of the principles and 
ihe ideals of the League and the necessity of keeping those principles and 
idea's prominently before the world. To-day I had better confine my 
remarks toa more limited subject; a difficult and delicate and controversial

Honeyed words lime lesser brains. But, at heart, the leaders ré main, I 
think, nationalists of the deeper brand; and, indeed, one can see in the 
Zionist Press, perbaps more abroad than here, many bonest attempts to 
foster the, to my mind, retrograde and objectionable idea that the Jews 
are a people no less than the Danes and the Swedes, to foster moreover 
& Spirit of separatism, in short to foster, by all available and legitimate 
means, Jewish nationalism in the fullest sense of the words. Keligion 
seems to take a back place. The living heroes of Zionism, or of sem'- 
Zionism to-day, are scarcely conspicuous even in England for their 
devotion to the Jewish religion. I do not think that we often see 
them in Synagogue, even in Upper Berkeley Street, or, horribile 
dictu, in St. John’s Wood Road. The Chief Rabbi may be beloved 
—and [ deplore and condemn any scurrilous attacks upon him as 
much as anyone — but he does not often, I think, look down from his place 
in Synagogue on him, or on those, who call bim so. Our sentimental, 
non- or semi-Zionists, amiable gentlemen, honourable gentlemen—* so

Till nationalism, Sir, is abandoned and rejected, till the 
whole purpose of the continued existence of the Jews is acknow.- 
ledged to be religion, till their evolution as a religious community 
is held to be far higher and nobler than their early transitional 
and transitory condition as a people and a nation, so long must 
I continue to be an anti-Zionist, solong shall I refase to bave any 
part or share, however sccondary or tertiary, however restricted and 
subordinate in a movement which fosters and stimulates aims, aspira- 
tions and ideals which I hold to be dangerous and retrograde. And so 
long, Sir, do I also eagerly stand by the League and eagerly desire its 
continuance. The future of millions of Jews in Europe and America, 
and above all—though, of necessity, most intimately connected with 
the first—the future of Judaism, as a great and universal religion, are of 
more importance to me than floods of sentimental rhetoric about the 
land of our fathers, a land which the rhetoricians doubtle<s occasionally

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The Fast of the Firstborn.

From the Rev. H. JEREVITCH. 
To the Editor of Tue JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sin,—The Rev. J. F. Stern in your last issue raises two questions, 
First, how the Siywm can exempt a firstborn from fasting on the day 
preceding the Passover, and second, how the exemption can apply to a 
firstborn who “never spent an hour with a book of religious literature.” 
Each of these questions appears to Mr. Stern to be a “ Klotz Kashe” ; the 
former he terms “a religious subterfage” and the latter “a travesty of 
the Jewish religion and an outrage on Jewish learning.” 

As regards his first qnestion, the Siywm for the firstborn on fee sv 
is a very ancient custom and is mentioned in the 
and since a Jewish custom sanctificd by agesis to be considered Law 
Cavin EN Ww" it is not to be ignored or ridiculed, 

Let me first say a word about the Siyum itself, The completion of 
study of a tractate of the Talmud or any other religions book should, 
according to the Din, be marked by a feast. The ND" distinctly states 
Yorch Deah 246 paragraph 26, and also Shulchan Aruch Orach Chayim 551 
paragraph 10). A striking instance of the importance the Rabbis atrached 


to the holding of a feast on the occasion of a STD is found in the Talmud 
tractate Sabbath pewe 118b. “I deserve reward,” said a sage, "SN by 


name, “for when 1 see a scholar completing the study of a tractate of 
ihe Talmud I prepare a feast” 72270 NSN 
NOV NSTSY and this sage, “SN, according to the 
“=n. was a frugalist: yet he would spend lavishly on a feast following 
sini. 

lt is perfectly clear, therefore, that a S:yum is to be followed by a 
feast and in such feast even those who have not studied may partake. 
The SU°S in his comments on the 9% 
distinctly says A firstborn 
therefore who is present at a Mitzvah feast, AZO MTS, may partake of 
the feast, and his fast is then consequently ended. The same law applies 
to one who fasts and who is invited toa AS ora y= TP. 

Anyone, therefore, who makes a Siygum is perfectly justified in 
inviting others to join him in it and partake in the feast that follows. It 
is an old custom among the Jews in Algiers to make a Siyum on the 
Thursday of the week in which the Se?dra TOF” is read, and Jewsfrom all 
the adjoining districts are specially invited to come to the Siyum and 
partake of thefeast. Itis known there as“ The Siyum Feast,” the initials 
of the word O\°S are taken to represent the words AWRIMNINTN’S 
‘the feast of Jethro and Moses) and has reference to the passage in 
Scripture which reads: “ And Jethro, Moses’ father-in-law, took a burnt- 
offering and sacrifices for God; and Aaron camo, and all the elders of 
Israel, to cat bread with Moses’ father-in-law before God.” 

As regards Mr. Stern's second objection, namely, the extending of 
invitations to all and sundry to take part in the Siyum, even “those who 
throughout the year never spent an hour with a book of religious litera. 
ture,” I think my foregoing remarks explain the justification for it. I 
would further inform Mr. Stern that the fast of the firstborn would be 
incomplete were not those who never spent an hour in religious study 
present at the Siyum and the subsequent feast. The Talmud distinctly 
states that a fast is only then complete, when the non-observant take 
part in it” AS 55 (Vide Talmud 
tractate page 6b). 

There is thus nothing wrong with the holding of a Siyum and feast 
on MEH SW and inviting all avd sundry to take part in it, and which as 
a consequence exempts the firstborn from fasting. In any event it is 
not considered the correct thing for a Jew to fast on the day preceding a 
Festival as this is 3530. 

What to my mindis wrong with the Siyum for firstborn is the 
unfortunate fact that many of those who make the Siyum, have them. 
selves. studied nothing during the year of the Talmud or any other 
religious book. They merely for the sake of holding a Siywm read the 
Jast couple of lines on Ereb Pesach—tor the firstborn. That is a farce. 

Mr. Stern tells us that he is a firstborn son, and that he has “never 
attended one of these pseudo-religious gatherings.” I quite believe him, 
and [ give my friend and colleague credit for his frank admissions. One 
wonders, however, why as a firstborn son he does not—as is evident 
from his remarks in the postscript to his letter—‘ observe the fast in the 
spirit in which it was institated.”

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF, in the course of a statement on joint foreign 
affairs, said there had been no meeting in April of the Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee, because there were no new «questions calling for any decision by 
the Committee. There would be a meeting, however, on Wednesday, at 
which there would be a very fullagenda. They would have a report on 
the Revision of the Statute of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice, which was of considerable importance to them. As they were 
aware, the whole question of the minorities procedure was brought 
before the Council, and was now under the consideration of a special 
committee of enquiry. The report of the Committee of Jurists had been 
published, and made no difference, so far as they were concerned, in the 
procedure and jurisdiction of the Court. The great question before 
them at present was that of the Minorities procedure. They would 
remember how this question was raised under sensational circumstances, 
before the Council, by the German and Polish Gcvernments. It had lately 
been under the consideration of a Committee of Enquiry, which would 
report to the Council meeting to be held in Madrid in June. The second, 
and, he thought, the final meeting of the Committee of Enquiry, was 
held last week in London, and yesterday (Saturday) morning he understood 
they agreed, subject to certain minor alterations—which were being 
left to the secretariat to attend to—to their report. The proceedings 
were confidential, and the confidences had been fairly well main- 
tained. Certain proposals by the various States had been courteously 
communicated to their Committee, and on those proposals they 
would have to make certain recommendations to the Joint Foreign 
Committee on Wednesday. He did not think that any very large 
changes would be made in the procedure. Moreover, when they considered 
the fact that. the whole action of the Council was dependent upon the 
veto of one single member—and there were three minority states which 
had aninterest in preventing reforms on the Council—they would see 
that it would not be easy to make any drastic changes. They could be 
certain that if the procedure of minorities was thrown into the melting 
pot it would not come out stronger. At their meeting they would also 


have something to say about Roumania, about the Yemen and also about . 


the refugees. The number of Jewish refugees had been considerably 

diminished since the beginning of the year. There would be a meeting 
of the Inter-Governmental Commission in Geneva next week which he 
hoped to be able to attend in the Jewish interest, ashe had been elected 
an cxpert delegate of the Commission. DBeyond that the only question 
Was the agitation for the reform of the calendar which, Mr. Lucien Wolf 
assured the Council, would be very carefully watched in the interests of 
the Jewish Sabbath.

Annual Meeting. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL AND VOLUNTARY HOSPITALS. 


The Annual Court of Governors was held on Sunday at Anderton's 
Hotel, Fleet Street. Mr. A. M. Conn, one of the Vice-Presidents, was in 
the chair. In consequence of the inclement weather there was a poor 
attendance. 

The CHAIRMAN reported the death during the year of one of their 
Vice-Presidents, Mr. E. B. Kapp, who had been connected with the 
Hospital ever since its inception. It was twenty years, almost to the day, 
said the Chairman, since the Hospital was founded. At that time they 
had £515 in the bani, and they paid £500 for the site to Mr. Charrington. 
The years that had passed since then had been very eventfal years: 
every year had been better than the preceding one, and the past year 
had been better than the last. He asked every one to seé that the work 
of the Hospital did not go back, but progressed from year to year. 

Dr, A. GOODMAN Levy, Chairman of the Council, in moving the 
adoption of the report and balance-sheet, said that the total contributions 
received during the year amounted to £22,167 of which £5,529 were alloca- 
ted to building and capital purposes, leaving £14,635 for maintenance 
expenditure, which was, however, £542 short of actual requirements. The 
total expenditure, namely, £19,181 has exceeded that of the previous 
year by a sum of £5,549, and this additional expenditure represented 
the upkeep of 54 additional beds, and 11,300 additional out-patient 
attendances. The total cost. per bed per annum has come down 
to £174 from £214 10s. im the previous year, and the cost per 
out-patient has diminished from 7s. 4d. per head to 6s.5d. There 
was a debt to the bankers of £5,650, which entailed a payment of 
“2-5 @ year for interest. During the year about £5,000 has been paid off 
the purchase price of the Beaumont Hall site, but they were still £4,174 in 
debt in this res pe lhe overdraft on current account was £1,476. A 
hew mortuary was re uired to replace the presenttemporary structure— 
the construction of a pathological laboratory was under consideration — bat 
all such matters would necessarily have to be held up until the financial 
position was stronger. The class of young Jewish doctors who are apply- 
ing for vacant posts at the hospital is everything that could be desired. 
One of the assistant physicians had just been elected a lellow of the 
Royal Collece of Physicians. “Dr. Gaster is now approaching the age 
limit for service onthe staff and we take this opportunity of publicly 
thanking him for his devotion to the work of the hospital and wishing 
him a long enjoyment of a well-earned respite from his labours.” With 
reference to the Local Government Bill, said Dr. Goodman, and its rela- 
tion to the Voluntary Hospitals, it was difficult to make any comment 
on the situation, because no plans have yet been fixed. The idea was 
to provide for more extended hospital accommodation by making better 
use of the existing municipal hospitals or infirmaries, and centralising 
them under the direction of the local County Councils. This was not 
going to diminish the calls upon the Voluntary Hospitals. The Jewish 
Hospital had in view a scheme whereby some: of these infirmary beds 
would be set aside for use in connection with the Jewish Hospital, so 
that the patients should have similar facilities in respect of ritual aud 
language to those that are provided at the Jewish Hospital. Such a plan 
would provide fora want which is very seriously felt at the present time, 
This scheme still had to be endorsed by the County Council. 

THE WORK OF COLLECTING FUNDS 
tended to become more centralised, but there was still urgent 
need of the active co-operation of the various collecting bodies, 
Some of these showed a distinct falling off in energy and intcrest. -The 
North-West London branch had always been regarded as the leading 
brauch. It had done very well in the past year, but has not come up to 
the standard of former years. Aneffort was now being made to re-organise 
the Committee, which it was hoped would stillinclude the active members 
of the old Committee. The Council expressed their gratitude to Mrs. J. 
Cofman-Nicoresti for her past work as Hon. Secretary, and for her work

from the Talmud and Rabbinical writings. He also saw ordinary lessons 
being given in Hebrew, and he came away tremendously impressed by 
the way ia which the Hebrew language had become adaptable for every 
possible snbject. Hebrew was alive as it had never been before. Girls 
aged 15.16 who were preparing for business training received tuition in 
bot: Hebrew and English. He also paid a tribute to the method of 
teaching kindergarten children, the metbod being based on the most 
modern lines. Mr. Adler also spoke of his visit tothe Herzlia Gymnazium 
and to the Hebrew Saturday School, the principal Secondary School in 
Haifa. The Yeshibah Movement in Palestine, he said, was very strong. At 
one of these Yeshibahs, the Slabodka Yeshibah, he saw a young man, an 
American, studying the Talmud in plus-fours. This struck him as 
remarkable. There was a great demand for admission to the Evelina 
School for which there was the greatest admiration everywhere. The 
only schools, which in his opinion were open to criticism, were Talmud 
Torahs. | 

Mrs. FRANKLIN asked whether Mr. Adler found the discipline good. 

Mr. ADLER replied that he found it excellent. 

Mr. H. KAHN said he had learnt more about education in Palestive in 
the last half an hour than during all the years he had been with the 
Association. 

In reply to Mr. Iyman, Mr. ADLER said that from what he had seen 
in the Evelina School he had no doubt that the religious influence there 
was very strong. So far a3 the other schools were concerned, he did not 
see so much of the religious life there as at the Evelina School. 

Mr. Lowy suggested including Mr. Adler's account in the next annual 
report of the Association. 

The GHAIRMAN also paid a tribute to Mr. Adler's account and said that 
not only were they grateful to Mr. Adler, but Miss Landau herself, he was 
sure, must be grateful to him for his visit.

on the branch daring the transitional period. A London Jewish Hospital 
Medical Society had been formed, which met on the premises, and already 
hadalarge membership. The aftercare work had been hampered through 
lack of visitors. The lease of the Beaumont Hall site would fall vacant 
very shortly. The site was only purchased as a precautionary measure, 
and at the present moment there were no plans and certainly no money 
to execute them. Tlowever, it seemed advisable that plans for the future 
should be drawn up, which would be done shortly. The Committee 
thanked the Secretary of the Hospital and Matron for their work for the 
Hospital. 

Dr. A. GASTER, in seconding the motion for the adoption of the 
report and balance-sheet, said it was very gratifying that the same amount 
of confidence had been placed in the Honorary Officers and Council of 
Manavement as in the past. Tributes to the work of the Hospital hai been 
received from Lord Kuutsford and Sir Charles Batho (Lord Mayor of 
London), when the extension of the Hospital was opened. The Jewish 
Hospital bad made more progress in ten years than other hospitals had 
made in fifty or sixty years. Dr. Gaster appealed for support. He 
hoped that a substantial Endowment Fund would be raised so that they 
could have a fixed income, and that the Hospital would increase its 
accommodation to 180 or 200 beds. He paid a tribute to the work of Mr. 
Leon Rueff, his co-Treasurer, through whose splendid efforts over £3,000 
was raised at a ball held recently. Speaking of the purchase of the 
Beaumont Hall site, Dr. Gaster said he hoped some generous donor would 
help them to build the extension. Capable medical men were coming 
into the Hospital, and there was every hope ofthe work of the Hospital 
continuing. 

Support from Patients. 

Mr. L. Ruerr thanked the Governors for the support they had given 
to the Hospital during the year. One aspect of the Hospital's income 
had not been mentioned, and that was the large support which the 
Hospital received from the patients themselves. It was very difficult to 
give exact figures because some of the contributions were merged with 
donations and subscriptions, but they would find that over £6,500 came 
from the patients, from the contributions of the Aid Societies, box collec- 
tions, etc., which was more than 534 per cent. of the income of the 
Hospital. This was a meastre of self-help which was very fine. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

The following .were elected: Dr. J. Burnford, Mrs. L. Liebster, Mr. 
Louis B. Baron and Mr. Albert M. Cohn, Vice-Presidents; Dr. A. Gaster 
and Mr. Leon Rueff, Treasurers; Dr. A. G. Levy, Mrs. L. J. Greenberg, 
Messrs. \. Berliner, Henry Jacob, J. Magrill, J. Salmon, Isidore Aarons, 
J. Coftman Nicoresti, Henry Rosen and |. M. Shocket, Council of Manage- 
ment. Messrs. Carnaby, Harrower, Barham and Co. were re-elected 
Auditors, and they were thanked, on the motion of the Chairman. 

Sir SAMUEL INSTONE proposed a vote of thanks to the Medical and 
Nursing Staffs. The well deserved tribute he said, given to the doctors 
and nurses recently by H.M. the King, whose recovery had been such a 
remarkabie evidence of the skill and care of the medical and nursing 
profession, made them realise what they owed to their characteristic 
devotion. The work of the Jewish Hospital, had already created a deep 
sense of pride throughout the Community, and they tendered to the 
medical and nursing staffs their sincere appreciation of their great share 
in that work. 

Dr. J. BURNFORD, replying to the vote of thanks on behalf of the 
staff, said that they needed a ‘pathological block in the hospital and he 
boped that an endowment of £20,000 would be provided for this purpose. 
There were several young Jewish pathologists of high standing in the 
profession ready to do this work, which was an essential part of the 
Hospital. 

A vote of thanks was also accorded to the Chairman on the motion of 
Mr. J. Cofman Nicoresti. The Chai:man, in reply, said that he hoped 
that the branches would continue to send in their subscriptions however 
parse or small.

“THE |JEWS IN THE UNITED STATES,” by Dr. Harry §. Linfield 


(American Jewish “Committee, New York), is a reprint of an article 
originally included in the “American Jewish Year Book, 1923." The 
information presented iu this volume is particularly useful for purposes 
of reference, but it also provides very interesting reading. Before 1927 
estimates of the number of Jews in the United States did not go further 
than their distribution by states and divisions. In the course of the 
present study for the first time data were collected with a view to ascer. 
taining the distribution of the Jews not only among the Divisions of the 
country and the States, but also among the 15,700 incorporated cities, 
towns, and villages of various sizes, and the 45,000 rural unincorporated 
areas inthe country. The wide dispersion of the Jews over the country was 
found quite remarkable. For several reasons, previous investigations 
into the number of Jews in the United States could not enter exhaustively 
into the matter of the density of the Jews in the country. The present 
inquiry endeavoured to supply this omission. Details were gathered with 
a view to determining the percentage that the Jews constitute of the total 
population in the large regions in the country of the North, the South, 
and the West; in the Divisions like New England and Middle Atlantic; 
and in the separate States. An attempt was made for the first time to 
determine the percentage that the Jews constitute in the unincorporated 
areas and in the various classes of incorporated places in accordance with 
their size. The study of the density of the Jews brought ont the fact 
that with the exception of the large cities the density of the Jews is 
extremely light. The final canvass and the estimates showed that at 
the end of 1927 a total of 4,228,029 Jews lived in the United States, com. 
prising 3.58 per cent. of the entire population. An estimate made ten 
years before placed the number of Jews at 3,388,951, or 3.27 per cent. of 
the total population. This attractive study also contains a series of notcs, 
text tables, general tables, and maps and graphs. 


A Synagogue Jubilee. 

“THE HISTORY OF THE NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE, 1879-1929," 
by the Rev. Ephraim Levine, M.A., is a brochure issued in celebration 
of the Jubilee of the Congregation. For the preparation of this short 
history the author has had access to the old Minute Books of the 


Synagogue. He has also made frequent use of the volumes of 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE from 1877-1928. He has drawn, too, upon 
recollections .of many conversations with the late Sir Isidore 


Spielmann, who was so long and so closely associated with the 
interests of the Synagogye. Mr. Levine describes the beginning of the 
movement for the establishment of anew place of worshipon the North 
side of the Park, and the opening of the Synagogue in 1879. He pays tribute 
to the pioneers, gives pen-pictures of the prominent lay readers and =) na- 
gogue officers, and outlines the developments and activities of the congr®¢a- 
tion during its existence of fifty years. The roll of membership includes 4 
fine record of dual allegiance to State and Religion, and of a gencrous 
share in social and charitable endeavour. Mr. Levine’s pampbict is an 
interesting contribution to the study of the dispersion of the London cum- 
munity, and the effect of the changes in the geographical distribution of 
the Jewish population. It isa very useful addition to the local material 
on the basis of which the writing of wider history is rendered possible, 
while at the same time keeping clear the tributaries which flow into the 
main stream of Jewish life. Mr, Levine ha. told his narrative with care 
and ability, holding a neat balance between brevity and completeness. 
He appropriately recalls the completion of the semi-jubilee in 1904, when 
the Commemoration Sermon was delivered by the then minister, the late 
Rev. Simeon Singer. Those who are not of the household of the \«w 
West End Synagogue may venture to join in their present celebration cf 
their jubilee, as they look back with pride and gratitude and look forward 
with confidence and faith. 


Wine. 


In “A Book OF OTHER WINES—THAN FRENCH,” by Mr. P. Morton 
Shand (Alfred A. Knopf, 10s. 6d.), the author draws into his net al! 
wine-producing countries which lie outside the boundaries of France. 
Not only Germany, but also Spain, Portugal. Italy, Switzerland, Greece 
and the Balkans, and countries as far East as Russia are included. Xr. 
Shand refers to the enterprise of the pioneer vine-dressers in Palestine, 
as admirable. He thinks that the commercial success of the vineyards 
of Canaan is assured in any case, for the Anglo-Catholic community 's 
sure to be an eager buyer of wines that are vintaged on holy ground—~ 
from Dan even unto Beersheba.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 496.—The King of the Demons. 


My Dean COUSIN, 

1+ would be most interesting to establish the extent to which Jews 
borrowed from their environment throughout all their travels. We might 
be surprised to learn how much they took over from the Church in 
Cath: ‘e countries, and how many Moslem customs may have crept into 
Jewish religious practices. The tendency might well be traced to very 
early days; the Talmud itself contains ample evidence that the Jews 
in Babylon were greatly influenced by the predominating beliefs of their 


time and their country, and the belief in demons was one ofthem. But, 
as it ost every case, the Jews gave these beliefs a peculiar Jewish 
eolonriog. I was struck by this fact the other day when I was once 
more reminded of the story of Ashmodai and King Solomon. 

Acshmodai was held to be the King of the Demons; Jewish legend 
depicted him as an evil spirit envious of human happiness, who in one 
case. as you may read inthe Book of Tobit, robbed a bride of her seven 


enecessive busbands; who could foretell the future, was as strong as any 
giant in a fairy tale, was cunning and ruthless, but withal an interesting 
personality. 

‘The story of his contact with King Solomon begins characteristically 
with a reference to a verse in the Bible. We read in the second chapter 
of the Book of Ecclesiastes how the writer describes his achievements in 
all manner of delights: “I got me men singers and women singers, and 
the delights of the sons of men.” Then follow two words, ATT ATWw. 


which are translated sometimes “women very many” or “cup bearers 
male and female.” But the Talmud translates simply “ male and female 
demons.” Whereupon the question arose: What should Kohelethb, that 


is, Solomon, have needed demons for? The Rabbis were ready with an 
answer—again referring to a verse in Holy Writ. The account of the 
construction of the first Temple contains a curious passage: “The 
House when it was in building was built of stone made ready at the 
quarry ; and there was neither hammer, nor axe, nor any tool of iron 
heard in the House while it was in building.” How was this possible ? 
No hammer and no axe’ How could the stones be cut to size so as to 
fit one to another? Faced with this problem, Solomon consulted the 
Rabbis, who informed him that there was in existence a marvellous 
creature calleda “Shamir,” which Moses had used for cutting the precious 
stoncs on the Priest's Ephod. This living thing, no bigger than a barley 
corn, was one of the wonders of Creation; it was one of tlic ten 
specialities created on the eve of the first Sabbath in the twilight, 
together with the mouth of Balaam’s ass, the rainbow, the manna and 
such other marvels. 


King Solomon was naturally keenly interested to discover the where- 
abouts of the “ Shamir,” but the Rabbis did not know where it could be 
found. They advised him to summon male and female demons who 
might perhaps be able to give him the information he desired. The 
demous were brought before the King, but they declared that they could 
not. teil where the “ Shamir ” was, but that their King, Ashmodai, would 
probably know. But how trace Ashmodai? The demons told Solomon 
that there was a certain hill which Ashmodai frequented, where he had 
cut for himself a cistern in which he kept the water he drank. The 
cistern was sealed with a special.seal, and everyday Ashmodai ascended 
into heaven, and after hearing the judgments that were delivered there, 
canic down to earth, examined his seal on the mouth of the cistern, and 
finding all well, moved the stone at its mouth and drank the refreshing 
draught. He then covered and sealed up the secret place, and departed 
to wander to and fro on the earth. : 


solomon commissioned Benayahu, son of Yeboiada, to find and 
capture the King of the Demons. Benayahu took with him a chain and 
a signet ring on both of which was engraved the holy Name of God, a 
bundle of wool and a bottle of wine. He made his way to Ashmodai's 
hill, and quickly forming his plan of campaign, dug a hole beneath 
Asi modai's cistern so that the water from the cistern flowed into the 
hole below. He then stopped up the aperture in the cistern with the 
wool he had brought, and dug another hole above Ashmodai’s cistern, 
Which he filled with wine. The wine percolated from the cavity above 
into the cistern below, according to Benayahu’s plan. Berayahu then 
hid in the branches of a neighbouring tree and awaited events. 


in due course Ashmodai appeared on the scene, examined the seal on 
his c'stern, found all as it should be, moved the stone and to his astonish- 
ment discovered the wine. It is only to be expected that a demon in a 
Jewish story would quote Scripture. Ashmodai did. “ Wine is a mocker, 
strong drink is riotous,” he said, “and whosoever reeleth thereby is not 
Wise.”

He must needs quote another, this 
ume from the Book of Hosea: “ Light conduct, wine and new wine take 
awey the heart.” Fortified by these golden admonitions Ashmodai with- 
Stood the temptation, but his thirst was strong upon him—stronger than 
‘ouence of Scripture, and he drank greedily, and fell headlong, dead 
crunk, 

‘wick as lightning Benayahu was upon him, threw the chain about his 
nec. aud waited for the Devil to awake. Since the most Holy Name was 
fheroved on the chain Ashmodai was powerless. He was Benayahu’s 
Prisoner. Bat he did not accompany his captor peaceably. Ontheir way 
he tore up a palm tree and overturned a house. But this violence soon 
“cased. aud Ashmodai astonished Benayahu by what he did later. The 
two met a blind man who was going astray. Ashmodai took him gently 
by the hand and led him on to the right road. They also met a drunken 
ian Who heaved from side to side; him likewise Ashmodai put on the 
straight road, A wedding party passed them next, merry and hilarious; 


When Ashmodai saw them he wept. Then they heard a man ordering 


from a shoemaker footwear that should last seven years, and Ashmodal 
held his sides with laughter.

Solomon. Ashmodai answered: “Strange as it may sound, this bird by 
ineans of the ‘Shamir’ splits mountains in two, throws seeds into the 
hollow out of which trees grow, and so human habitation is extended.” 

bearch was made forthe nest of the bird, and when it was found, 
Benayahu, who was again the King's messenger and agent, covered the 
young ones with glass. When the mother bird returned and could not 
get to the fledgelings, she fetched the “ Shamir” in order to cut the glass 
With it. This was precisely what Benayahu wanted. When the mother 
bird was about to drop the “Shamir” on to the glass, Benayahu raised a 
terrifying poise, and the bird was so frightened that it dropped the 
“Shamir,” which Benayahu trinmphantly seized. Bowed down with 
grief and mindful of its oath to the Lord of the Sea, the bird banged 
itself. 

On his return, BDenayahu asked Ashmodai, why on their first journey 
the latter had shown consideration to the blind man. Ashmodai 
answered: “I did it because I knew that in heaven they had proclaimed 
that the blind man was a great saint, and that anyone who showed bim 
a kindness would be rewarded'in the world to come.” “And why dil you 
direct the drunkard?” asked Benayahu. dai ars «ered, “ Pecause 
| knew that in heaven he had be2n proclaimed a sinner, and I thought it 
would be a kindness to do him a service in this world.” “ Why did yo: 
weep when you met ‘the wedding party °” “Because I knew that the 
bridegroom would die in three days, and that the bride would be con. 
demned to wait thirteen years before her brother-in-law would marry 
her.” “And what made you laugh when you heard the man ordering 
footwear to last for seven years?” “I knew that the man would not be 
alive in seven days, and | was amused at human shortsightedness.” 

King Solomon held Ashmodai captive throughout the whole period of 
the building of the Temple. One day the King of Israel and the King of 
the Demons were talking together, arguing this and that, and Solomon 
asked Ashmodai what was the superiority of demons over men. The 
King of the Demons replied that he would furnish an answer if Solomon 
reinoved the chain from his neck and give him hissignet ring. In a weak 
moment Solomon yielded and did what the royal demhon demanded. 
Ashmodai was master of the situation. He took the ring and threw it 
into the sea; extended his body into awe-inspiring length and flung 
Solomon a thousand miles from the royal palace. It was on that occasion 
that Solomon said bitterly: “What profit Lath a man of all his labour 
wherein he laboured under the sun?” 

Solomon wandered as a beggar from door to door, crying for ever: 
Koheleth have been King over. Israel in Jerusalem.” But nobody 
believed him. Like the King who in the play passed through the ivory 
door, men thought that be had departed hence and was no more. But he 
persisted in maintaining his identity, and after many days he persuaded 
the Sanhedrin that he was actually Solomon. Dering his absence 
Ashmodai impersonated him, living a life of pleasure and gorgeous ease. 
But the ring which had been thrown into the sea was swallowed by a 
fish, and one day the fish was caught, and Solomon obtained possession 
of the ring. With this he appeared in the royal palace and terrified 
Ashmodai into flight by showing him the siguet with the divine 
inscription. 

King Solomon was restored to his throne. Yet he was in cons‘ant 
dread of Ashmodai, and he sought special protection against any possible 
attentions of the King of the Demons. That is the explanation of the 
passage in the Song of Songs: “ Behold the bed of Solomon ; three score 
mighty men are about it, of the mighty men of Israel. They ail handle 
a sword and are expert in war; every man hath his sword upon his 
thigh, because of dread in the night.” 

It was when, during the recent Passover Festival, I read this passage 
in the Song of Songs that I was reminded again of the story of Ashmodai, 
and | realised that Jewish legends have a quality of their own which 
gives them a Jewish character,

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The Songs of Old Men. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially prepared for Tut CHRONICLE. 


* Beth young men and maidens old men and children: let them 
praise fle mavic of the Lord. — 13. 

It is but natural that young men and maidens should be called upon 
to praise the Lord. The brightness and the fulness of their lives should 
inspire and dictate the song. That children should add their young voices 
to the chorus of praises will ensure its gladness and its joy. But that old 
men should be called upon seems at first sight somewhat strange. One 
would have imagined these choristers to have beep long ago spared from 
duty, as soon as their voices became unfit for exercise. But since the 
Psalmist is carefal to include them, perhaps he has something more in his 
mind than that out ward praise to which men give expression in choral song. 
There may be praise that comes from deeper sources than from lipsorthroat- 
Everyone, all things, can offer praise. That is indeed the suggestion of 
this Psalm—so comprehensive in its call to praise of God. A song can 
go up from the life and manners of the old, that may be as heartening 
and inspiring as any that issue from the tuneful voices of the young. 
What is the contribution the old man can offer to the grand chorus of the 
praise of God? It has already been suggested, that piysically his voice 
has lost much of its power of song. And there are other deficiences. 
It is well, if the old man be wise, that he accept these accompaniments 
ofage. The eye cannot cxpect to have its former power or lustre; the 
head must lose something of its glory, the step become somewhat slower, 
the hand less firm. But though many things pass away, a few remain. 
And these are permanent, and pervade his soul with constant call to 
praise. The first of these is the love that men may kindle in 
their hearts in early life, whose flame never flickers, however 
feeble may be the beating of the aged heart. Here there is no 
waste. Love may be poured out unstintingly, without diminishing 
its vitality. No man need love the less to-morrow, because he has 
loved so much to-day. In the expression of that love, the old man 
is called to the choir to sing God's praises because, in the divinest 
of all things, he is young as ever he has been. Nothing is more beauti- 
ful than the large affection-of an old man, nor more powerful than its 
demonstration. Fairest of pictures is that of an old .man and a little 
child together, each the emblem of pure and unselfish love—the one 
supreme thing that time cannot touch, that ncither moth nor rust can 
bring to corruption. So it becomes natural thatthe old man should be 
called in to sing the praises of God, the old man, if he bave a loving 
soul, being a perpetual and a faithful witness of the little power that time 
has over the great things of life. Love triumphs over time, because it 
shows that the deepest things of the spirit cannot be moved, cven by 
death, Again, those are fittest to utter praise to God, whose lives call 
down on them the thoughtful and deserved praise of other men. This 
meed of honour is the very beauty of old age. It is acquired by those 
who bave carried the best flowers of the heart even through the winter 
of old age, which gains a grace and beauty, a richness and a fulness, that 
mark no other part of life. A Rabbi once remarked on the strange 
philosophy that induced folk to cheer the ship just setting forth fron: 
harbour and allowed the incoming vessel to approach its haven almost 
unnoticed. Many are the extravagant things said about plans just 
Starting. But helpful as the praises of young hopes may be, they 
do not ring with that decp note that sings the praises of the 
accomplished deeds of older men. When these in their turn offer 
praise to God, they do so as those who have seen the power of 
His outstretched arm, the saving help of His right hand. Theold man 
bases his praise of God on his own history and on that of his con- 
temporaries, on the knowledge gained by careful thought, on the work 
carried out by the labour of his hands, or on the conquest of bis lower 
self. He is called into the choir to sing the praises of history and of 
experience. The young men and maidens have the world of possibilities 
before them. The old man has also to draw upon memories, nor 
have they extinguished the fulness of his hopes. He can call upon 
God for reasons the young people know not of. Hecan pour into bis 
praise the history of his deliveranccs. It is a glad song that is sung bv 
hope when it is young but it is a hymn of high praise, and of an assured 
faith, that rises heavenward when men are old. “O God, thou hast 
taught me from my youth; and hitherto have I dec'ared Thy wondrous 
works. Now also, when I am old and greyheaded O God, forsake 
me pot, until I have showed Thy strength unto this generation 
and Thy power to everyone that is to come” (Psalm Ixxi., 17, 18!. 
The old man has seen life and found that God is good. He can 
recall past things and stake a pew venture upon them. The praise of 
God can be as perfectly rendered by life and conduct as by music. How. 
ever weak the voice may be, the old man has not lost the power of praising 
God. There is a depth and beauty in his praise that can nowhere else be 
found. It were, of course, untrve to say that old ace brings al! these 
things as of necessity. Some who are old, like others that are young, 
have not yet learned to praise the Lord. Some have forgotten to be 
grateful. To others, life has been an experience cf bitterness. The help- 
lessness that comes with o!d age is difficult to bear. Therefore are we 
bidden to treat old age wiih tenderness. But not alone from pity, though 
it be a gracious enough incentive. Our Sedra, that teaches us the 
approach to holiness, asks us for Bomething far more than pity. “ Before 
the grey-haired thou shalt rise, and thou shalt honour the face of the 
old, and thou shalt fear thy God” (Leviticus Rix., 32).. Thete is a

Although God is afar of in the 
Heavens, He is still “the Lord your God,” able to hear your petitions apa 
aid you in your troubles. 

Verse 5. At first sight we have a most abrupt change of «)) 
matter. Ethical precepts are immediately followed by regulations aboy: 
sacrifices. The apparent. incongruity of the consecutive paragrapts is 
due to our mode of classification into spiritual, ethical and ceremonial! 
categories. But to the Hebrew they were all one; as divine commands 
they were alike sacred and helpful in winning the favour of God. The 
sacrificial act, in particular, was not the meaningless ritualistic perform. 
ance which many nowadays imagine it to have been. It must normally 
have aroused in the individual who brought the offering deep-felt emotions 
and left a profound impression upon him. Especially was this the case 
with the peace-offerings which are singled out for mention in this 
Chapter. These were private sacrifices, and were regarded as a means 
of communion with God. The fact that the individual himself partook of 
the flesh of the offering demonstrates that it was held in the light of a 
covenant-mea! which established a state of “ peace " between him and his 
Maker. 

“That ye may be accepted.” Rashi translates by apvisement, i.c., 
for atonemcnt, but such was not the purpose of the peace-offering. Ibn 
Ezra gives a very curious explanation, viz., it must be of your own free 
will and not offered under compulsion. The true meaning scems to be: 
Ye shall offer it so that it be for your acceptance ; and then the following 
sentences indicate what the conditions are that would ensure acceptance. 

Verse 6. Maimonides suggested as the reason why the flesh may not 
be eaten after the day‘of the offering and the succeeding day, “ the sacri. 
fices would become spoiled and be unfit for food” (Guide III, 46). This is 
an attempt at a‘ rational " explanation which is far from being convincing. 
It seems more probable that were the meat kept more than. the pre- 
scribed ‘period, it would have been looked upon merely as food, and the 
oricinal idea of the covenant-meal would have been lost. 

Verse 7. “A vile thing.” This translation of the Hebrew technical 
term does not exactly correspond with the original. It only denotes ficsh 
of a sacrifice which has lost its sacred character. The more accurate 
rendcricg would be “a profane thing ” in the older sense of the adjective. 
Rather strangely the Latin version, the Vulgate, has “ profanus erit,” 
understanding NWT to refer to the person who brought the offering, and 
Luther translated similarly. All modern scholars agree with the Jewish 
interpretation. 

Verse 9. A’ter dealing with man’s obligations to God, the Torch 
procceds to treatof his duties to his fellowmen, and the first to be 
cnumerated is charity. The holy life, which is sketched in this chapter, 
must be a selfiess life. A man may not enjoy the fruits of his fleld with- 
out thinking of the needs of his fellow-creatures who are in want. What 
constitutes the “corner” of the field is nowhere specified. The Mishnah 
declares that “it has no limit,” i.e.,a maximum limit; but the Rabbis 
laid it down that atleast one-sixtieth must be reserved for the poor. As for 
‘ gleanings,” the School of Hillel defined it as two ears of corn which fell 
together, but not more. These had to be left behind asa matter of daty, 


but the owner could of course put a more generous interpretation on the 
law if he so desired.

Jewish Education in New York. 
Thousands of Children Outside Judaism. 
[From our Correspondent—NEW YORK.| 

There are 215,000 Jewish children of school age in greater New York 
who are in need of Jewish education. Morethan half of them are entirely 
excluded from the sphere of Jewish influence. They neither attend 
Jewish classes, nor receive Jewish instruction of any kind; they grow up 
with no knowledge of Jewish history, Hebrew, or Jewish national values. 
Only 94,000 children have been traced by the Jewish Social Research 
Bureau as receiving any sort of Jewish education, but even of these only 
half visit Sunday classes. 

People here say that this state of affairs, deplorable though it is, 
is better than used to be the case. Slowly the position is improving. 
About 5,000,000 dollars are being spent annually by New York Jews:’on 
Jewish schools and instruction. The trouble is that there is no unified 
3 Jewish school system. There are Yiddishists’ schools, parochial schools, 
2 Reform Sunday classes, Chedarim, Hebrew schools and Talmud Torahs, 
all separate and working independently of one another. Attempts to 
create a supreme authority for the schools have so far failed owing to 
controversial points in the educational programme of each group.

The Change in the Polish Cabinet. 


New Policy of Conciliating Minorities. 

[From our Correapondent—WARSAW.) 

The change in the Polish Cabinet recently is likely to affect the Jews 
in Poland both as citizens and as members of the Jewish Community. 
The three million Jews share with the rest of the populace the general 
expectation of better economic conditions from the Government. In 
addition, they believe that a more conciliatory poli¢y is likely to be 
adopted towards the minorities. Schools conducted in their respective 
languages will, it is thought, be both allowed and subsidised, which 
has not been done hitherto. 

The existing veto on the admission of Jews to government posts is to 
be abolished. Taxation is to be reduced, especially in the towns. Up to 
now the town population which is seventy per cent. Jewish, paid fifty 
per cent., andin some districts eighty per cent. of the total amount of 
taxes. A change in the inc'dence of taxation ia therefore fervently Cesired, 
The various restrictions on Jews, pot yet abolished de facto in this 
country, which still exist from Tsarist times, it is boped will be repealed 
very shortly. 

On the whole, the new Government has brought, if not a great change 
in the general policy of this country, a decided change for the better as 
far as minorities are concerned. 

The previous government had no majority in the Sejm, both the left 
and right wings were in opposition, as were the minorities. It is evident 
that the new government will try to gain the support of the minorities, 


Jewry | ‘Under the Soviet. 


The Magic Word “Red.” 


[From our Correspondent —RIGA.] 

The pbenomena! adaptability of the Jew to adverse circumstances is 
once more demonstrated by reports from Russia, where all efforts to 
break the resistance of the observing Jew have so far failed. To combat 
a large community which accepts the prescribed forms and follows the 
established outward mode of living, but remains true to its convictions, is 

tack that the Soviet finds peculiarly difficult. 

For example, we now see Magidim touring the cities of the Ukraine 
preaching in “ Nussach Soviet” about the importance of Mikvaot, Matzot 
and Kashrut. The traditional cap on their heads, they start by praising 
Communism—"“ Moses,” they say, “was also a Communist”—and finish 
with traditional exhortations. One can hear Chazanim singing “ Atah 
bechartanu” to the tune of the International, in order to demonstrate 
their loyalty to the Soviet regime, and so save the Synagogue from con- 
fiscation. In Ekaterinoslaf, the Jewish Community announced this year 
that it had invited for the Passover holidays famous cantors who, in 
addition to the usual services, would sing parts from “ Rigoletto ’ and also 
Russian folk-songs, such as the famous Volgasong. The plan was very 
simple ; even a State official would then be able to go to the Synagogue 
“for cultural reasons” to hear the opera, and so be protected from perse- 
cution for “superstition.” 

An accepted formula is used by many religious Jews now to prevent 
persecution. They merely add the magic word “red.” Hence we have 
in the U.S.S.R. “red” Cantors, “red” Magidim, “red” Rabbis, “red” 


Mohelim, and “red” Yeshibahs adorned with portraits of Lenin, ; 
Absurd Blood Libel in Memel. 


Prompt Suppression by Lithuanian Government.

Jewish Population of Palestine. 
TEN YEARS’ LARGE INCREASE. 


Last week in the House of Commons, Mr. BARKER (Lab. Abertillery), 
asked the Secretary for the Colonies to state approximately the number 
of the Jewish population of Palestine at the date of occupation, during 
the war, and the number of the Jewish population at the present time. 

Mr. OrnmsBY-GorRE (Under Secretary): No figures are available for 
the period of the War; but at the time of the Armistice. the Jewish 
population of Palestine was estimated at 55,000. At the end of 1928, the 
estimate was 149,554. 

LORD APsLEy (C., Southampton), asked if the successful colonisation 
of Palestine by Jewish people was being assisted by the fact that they 
had to pay 24d. for a penny stamp, but the Speaker intervened and would 
not allow this question to be answered. 


Tel-Aviv's Twentieth Anniversary Celebrations. 
ROTHSCHILD GIFT TO THE CITY. 


‘From Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. } 


On Thursday of last week, Tel-Aviv celebrated the twentieth 
anniversary of its foundation in the presence of all its surviving founders 
and representatives from the whole of Palestine. The city was decorated 
with flags and illuminated at night. An impressive procession of the 
founders and natives of the city marched through the streets. Governor 
Campbell read the official congratulatory message to Tel-Aviv in Hebrew. 
Rabbi Uziel blessed the gathering, and the Mayor, Mr. Dizengoff, Miss 
H. Szold, Dr. Thon and others, delivered speeches. The Mayor, Mr. 
Dizenge, has announced that Baron Edmond de Rothschild has given a 
donativn to the city to cover the cost of erecting a building to serve as 
the Great Synagogue. 


CLOSING OF THE EXHIBITION. 


The Tel-Aviv Exhibition bas concluded. The Chief Secretary, Mr. 
Luke, in a speech on the closing day, eulogised the enterprise of the new 
Jewish city and the progress of Palestinian industries. He declared that 
many countries with long-established traditions could feel proud of such 
products as those exhibited at Tel-Aviv. 

The Mayor, Mr. Dizengoff, stated that in all about 200,000 persons 
had visited the Exhibition, and that the value of the goods sold amounted 
to about £410,000. 


Opening of Nathan and Lina Straus Health Centre. 
GIFT TO HADASSAH ORGANISATION.

Sir John Chancellor has opened the Health Centre in Jerusalem 
erected by Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Straus, the well-known American-Jewish 
philanthropists, as a gift to the Hadassah Medical Organisation. Miss 
Henrietta Szold, a member of the Zionist Executive, and one of the 
leaders of the Hadassah movement, presided. 

The Mayor of Jerusalem, Mr. Nashashibi, alsospoke. A cablegram 
was despatched in the name of the gathering to Mr. and Mrs. Nathan 
Straus, expressing Palestine’s thanks to them. 

Messages were also read from Mr. Nathan Straus, Dr. Weizmann, 
Mr. N. Sokolow, the Rev. John Haynes Holmes of New York (who 
dedicated the Centre in February), and the American Hadassah Organisa- 


tion. An exhibition of the work of the Hadassah has been opened at 
the Centre. 


The Development of Palestine Trade. 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM.] 
Imports into Palestine in 1928 increased to £6,966,214 as against 


£6,578,142 in 1927, largely as a result of the bad harvest; exports 


decreased from £2,280,810 in 1927 to £1,§64,800 in 1928. The stockings 
and leather industries, among many others, however showed a consider- 
able advancement during 192. 

During 1926, 1927, and 1928, the period of the economic crisis, 17,971 
Jewish immigrants arrived in Palestine, and 14,614 Jewish emigrants left 
the country. 


Has Palestine Turned the Corner ? 


RENEWED BUILDING AND FARMING ACTIVITIES. 


[From our Correspondent—JPRUSALEM.} 


Has Palestine at last really “turned the corner?” one wonders, 
observing the renewed building activity in the cities, including Tel-Aviv, 
the planting of more orange groves and the influx of serious business 
people who contemplate the establishment of new industries. The 
Exhibition and the good tourist season strengthened thar spirit of enter- 
prise and hopefulness which once more prevails among the Jewish 
population, despite the cold showers they get whenever they have any 
dealings with the Administration, still sceptical and unfriendly to all 
ventures, 

it is estimated that at least 10,000 dunams of land will be added this 
year to the already considerable area of Jewish orange plantations. In 
the region of Petach Tikvah, Bnei-Prak and Kfar-Se Ba alone 3,000 
dunams of Jewish soil were already planted this spring. The work 
absorbs a great number of Jewish labourers, and in some districts 
farmers complained that the supply of skilled or ex perienced labour is 
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not sufficient. Yet it is difficult to obtain new immigration cert 
from the Government. 

Tel-Aviv, which suffered 80 severely from the crisis, is 
strength.

Cautious Attitude to Jewish Immigration. 


GOVERNMENT HINDERS FREE DEVELOPMENT. 


(From our Correspondent--JERUSALEM. 


It is all very well to talk about the progress of Palestine and the creat 
development of the country, but the general opinion here is that as long 
as Jewish immigration continues to be restricted, the foundation of the 
Yishubd is far from being firm. The Government, however, stil! maintains 
its negative, or, to put it mildly, its cautious attitude to Jewish immigra. 
tion. Not only is it difficult to obtain new certificates, but the issue of 
those which have already been promised _is delayed whenever an 
opporiunity arises for doing so. It seems that officials enjoy, and actually 
look for the chance to restrict the influx of Jews into the country. An 
example of such petty hostility is afforded by the following case: 

Tite Palestine Zionist Executive recently applied to the Government 
for 300 labour certificate-visas, this being the balance of the quota for 
the past half year. The Government rfised to comply with the request 
for the reason, it is believed here, that the application came too late, 
since the half year for which the certificates were supposed to be granted 
(October, 1928—March, 1929) was over. 

This at the time when the leaders of the Zionist Organisation and the 
future Jewish Agency are in Palestine, announcing a programme of 
increaced Jewish immigration !

As a result a new Budget was submitted to the District Com mis- 
sioner, which consists of £P.86,000 on the receipts side and £P.57,000 as 
disbursements.

FINAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR AGENCY CONSTITUTION, 
The Zionist Jc? s Committee will meet in London on May 4vjhb 


and Gist, to settle the final arrangements for the constitution of 
the Jewish Acency, the first meeting of which, it is expected; will be in 
Zurich on 15th August. The'special points which the 4c(ions Committee 


has to decide are the questions of the proxies of membgrs of the Jewish 
Agency and the Vresidency of the Agency. It is snkaihied that an 
agrcement has already been reached that a President who is not the 
President of the Zionist Organisation can only be elected by athree-fifths 
majority. 

On the ratification of the Jewish Agency agreement by the Actions 
Committee, the Zionist Executive will make arrangements for the first 
meeting of the Jewish Agency in August, in order to enable it to deter- 
mine the budget for 1950, and to assist in the raising of funds for the 
settlement of the further 2,000 Chaluzim who are expected in Palestine 
in accordance with Dr. \\ eizmann’s demand for new immigation certifi- 
cates, which he submitted to the Government. 


Union of Zionist Revisionists. 
- 
DEBATE ON THE AGENCY QUESTION. 


The debate on the Jewish Agency question, arranged by the Central 
Committee for London of the Union of Zionist Revisionists, between Mr. 
Meer Grossman and Mr. Morris Myer, was held last Sunday evening at 
the Monnickendam Rooms. Dr. M. Schwarzman presided. 

Mr. M. Grossman opened the debate against the extended Agency. 
Speaking in Yiddish he gave in detail an account of the significance of 
the scheme and its dangers to Jewish Nationalism. The Revisionists 
were against the policy on political and grounds. It was an 
attack on trne Zionism and undermined the value of the Congress. 
What need was there, he asked ironically, to continue the Zionist 
Organisation when they could maintain Zionism by means of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies? The Agency destroyed the democratic nature of 
the Congress, The scheme would perhaps eventually change the 


. Mandate. 


Mr. Morris Myer said that Me. Grossman had made a mistake when 
be said that Zionists in general vid not want the Jewish Agency. He had 
spoken of democracy, but Revisionists must not forget that the principle 
of democracy was that the minority must bow to the decisions of the 
majority. If they were afraid of dangers they should not have agreed to 
the Mandate. The speaker considered that the Congress would be the 
Jewish House of Commons, and the Council of the Jewish Agency, the 
House of Lords, and that the control of the latcer Body would strengthen 
the Congress and prevent strife in Zionist ranks,

ghould hold public meetings in Manchester, Sheffield and Leeds with a 
view to founding branches in these centres, An endeavour should be 


made to address Rotary Clubs, Chambers of Commerce, religious and 


political organisations so that they could influence the English 
population. The League hoped, ata later date, to found an Information 
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Section so that data on Palestine could be furnished to members or 
Parliament and to the public. 

Mr. I. Judes said that he was on a visit from Johannesburg and he 
was very interested in the project to found a branch of the League in 
South Africa. Public opinion in the Union, he thought, would strongly 
support a branch of the League. 

Mr. J. Yahuda said that they should use the channels of the Church, 
the Colonial Clubs in London, and the Universities for the propagating of 
their idea of a partnership between the English and the Jews. 

It was agreed on the recommendation of Dr. Schwartzman that the 
annual membership subscription should be 5s. 


Palestine Mandate Society. 
— 
“NATIONAL HOME” OR “SPIRITUAL CENTRE !” 


A reception was given by the Palestine Mandate Society on Tuesday 
to Mr. Jen Hofmeyer, late Administrator of the Transvaal and founder 
of the Palestine Mandate Society in South Africa. 

Viscount Cecil of Chelwood said he was particularly glad to be 
associated with the reception and to welcome Mr. Hofmeyer, because he 
was one of the representatives of South Africa on the League of Nations, 
Ile was sure that they would continue to support the Zionist cause. 

Sir George Macdonogh, who presided, said that the Palestine Man- 
date Society, both here and in South Africa, sought to interest public 
opinicn in the question of Zionism within the terms of the British Man- 
date. Though few Jews had gone to Palestine from South Africa, the 
Jewish population there appreciated the meaning of the words “ National 
Home,” or “Spiritual Centre,” and had made the greatest contribution 
per capila towards the funds of the Zionist movement. 

Mr. Hofmeyer said that one of the reasons, ‘perhaps, that so many 
of the leading Sough African statesmen supported the Zionist cause was 
that the Dutch people vere a people of the book and particularly of the 
Old Testament. Practically every prominent citizen of South Africa 
had signed the local manifesto in support of the Palestine Mandate. On 
his recent tour in Palestine he had been deeply impressed with the 
maguitude of the Zionist achievement there. He thought that it was a 
supr mo set on the part of the British people to be the first to help the 
rebirth of the Jewish people after 2,400 years. One of the most amazing 
thins he had seen in Palestine was the advancement of the Hebrew 
language, Which he thought was perhaps due partly to necessity, but 
which could not have made such progress were it not for the greater 
iicalism behind it. The British Administration was facing its difficul- 
lies with courage and wisdom and the rapidly tmproving relationship 
vetwecn Jews and Arabs was largely due to the success of that Adminis- 
tration. He felt convinced that notwithstanding many difficulties, the 
estab-ishment of the Jewish National Home was assured. 

hic Wyndham Deedes, former Chief Secretary to the Palestine 
Govcrmmcnt, said that be was convinced that through Zionism and through 
Zionism alone lay salvation. He was also interested from the British 
pointof view. If Great Britain made a success of its tdsk in Palestine, 
gratitude would be due not from the Jews to the British Government but 
rice tered. Tle was convinced that the British people bad a mission to 
perform inthe world. The Jews and the British had much in common. 
Jt Wasa gr at pleasure to him that Britain was responsible for the great 
cause of tho restoration of the Jews in Palestine, but he did not doubt 
that w.thout Great-Britain the Jews would have made headway too, with 
tLe inspetus which Dr. Herz! had given to the movement. 


Palestine Exhibition and West End Fair. 


AGRICULTURE, INDUSTRY AND TLE ARTS. 


The opening ceremony of the Palestine Exhibition and West End 
Fait at the Queen's Hallon Monday, which is being held in aid of the 
Jewish National Fund of the Zionist Organisation, will be of special 
interest; for the first time sinc) relinquishing his post as High Commis- 
siover for Palestine, Field-Marsha! Lord Plumer will appear on a Jewish 
platform to declare the exhibition open. The ceremony will be at half-past 
two and Lord Melchett will preside. On Tuesday, atthe same hour, 
Viscount Cecil of Chel wood, President of the British Mandates Society, will 
perform the opening ceremony and Sir Hugo Hirst, Bart., will preside. 

In response to a special cable and to mark the importance of the 
event, the Directors of the Jewish National Fund have consented to send 
over the second volume of the Go!den Book, which will be displayed on 
the J.N.F. stand. In addition to the Art Section, the Catering Depart- 
ment and the Amusements Section, there will be forty-two stands, 
sixtcen devoted to Palestine goods, and twenty-six to the West Ena 
Bazaar Section. - Over £2,000 worth of Palestinian products—agricultural 
and industrial—will be on sale at the Queen's Hall.

To the Editor of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE. 


In last week’s issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, you published 
a ictter from Mr. Prag jastifying the action of the Talmud Torah Trast 
in ¢xcluding certain Talmud Torahs from participating in the grants 
made during the last allocation of funds. His reason was that those 
‘almad Torahs are connected with the Federation. I do.not, however, 
understand what Mr. Prag really means. 

if the fact that the leaders of certain Talmud Torahs are in some 
way connected with the management of the Federation and that this 
deprives those Talmud Torahs from the right of being supported, then, 
‘omy opinion thatis wrong. I am sure that when the Federation sent 
its contribution to the Trust there was no stipulation to which Talmud 
florals grants should be made. Nor can! believe that such stipulations 
were nade by those who provided the funds for the last allocation. And 
therefore the Executive Committee was not justitied in differentiating 
between one Talmud Torah and another. 

lam sorry that Mr. Prag, after many interviews with the President 
of (he Federation, came to the conclusion that there has never been any 
intention on the part of the Federation to come to an understanding with 
the Trust, jast because the Federation demanded the discharge of the 
Secrctary aad the removal of the offices to Leman Street. Personally, I 
canbol see anything wrong in saving £175 a year—a sum which could 
better be used for the benefit of the Institutions. 

As for the other qualifications which Mr. Prag says the present 
Secretary possesses, I am sure that quite a number of gentiemen can be 
foun! who are able examiners aud educational organisers who would 
gladly vive their services in an honorary capacity. If those, then, are

atthe camp, which testified to the very valuable training the Brigade 
Was giving to its thousands of members. More officers and increased 
financial assistance were the two problems facing the movement, added 
Sir Frederic. The shortage of officers was a matter of even greater 


concern than the need for funds, because even with untold weaith the 
Brigade conid not carry on its work without the devoted service of its 
officers. He appealed ‘o young men with the desire and opportunity to 
render such service to come forward and assist in that direction. As 
regards the financial position, the Brigade had a deficit at the end of 
December of £1,205. The new extension of the Brigade’s activities at 
the North London Lads’ Club, in Ambhurst Road (now the headquarters 
of the 2nd London Battalion), which had been acquired through the 
generosity of Mr. Ben Rubinstein, an old member and supporter of the 
Brigade, would entail an additional expense to the movement; and he 
appealed to the members of the community to become annual subscribers. 

Mr. GUSTAVE 1TUCcK, in seconding the motion, regretted the pancity 
of the annnal subscriptions, They were indebted, he said, to the 
Dowager Lady Swaythling, through whose efforts and those of the Ball 
Committee, a large sum was raised at the recent ball held at Whiteley’s. 
The boys from the Brigade employed by his firm gave evidence of the 
sound disciplinary training they had received. 

The report and halince-sheet were adopted. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by the Dowager LADY 
SWAYTHLING, Mr. Frank Samuel and Mr. B. M,. Woolf, M.C., were re- 
elected Brigade Paymaster and Quartermaster respectively. Tributes 
were paid Jo them for their past services. 

The members of the Council were re-elected, with one or two 
exceptions, on the motion of Sir F. L. NATHAN, seconded by Mr. E. M, 
HALSTED. Mr. E. Royalton-Kisch proposed, and Mr. E. M. Joseph 
seconded the re-election of the Auditors. Votesofthanks were accorded 
to the Chairman and the Dowager Lady Swaythling for their continued 
interest in the welfare of the Brigade. 


N.C.O. DISPLAY. 


On Sunday evening, at Camperdown House, Aldgate, a display was 
given by the Non-Commissioned Officers Training Class of the Ist London 
Cadet Battalion of the Brigade. The guard of honour was inspected by 
Colonel R. B. Campbell, D.8.0., who subsequently presided.

It gave 
evidence, he said, of a wonderful training, and proved beyond doubt that 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was a very valuable movement for the Com- 
munity. He paid a special tribute to Major Solomon and Lieut. Toff, 
who were responsible for one of the best displays he had witnessed. 

' Col. HALSTED, in moving a vote of thanks to Col. Campbell, said that 
the tribute paid to the lads by the Chairman was well-merited, for Col.

Jewish Health Organisation. 
PROGRESS OF ACTIVITIES. 
‘COMMUNICATED. } 

The question of the representation on the Council of Communal 
institutions and associations interested in allied flelds of health and 
social service was discussed at a recent meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Jewish Health Organisation. Dr. A. H. Levy, M.D., 
F.R.C.S., presided. A meeting of the enlarged Council has been fixed 
for Thursday, May 25rd. 

The report of the First Aid Instruction Committee was considered 
and approved. Negotiations were also in progress with the Association 
for Jewish Youth, which was represented on the Organisation by the 
Honorary Secretary, Mr. P. VY. Burnett and Mr. 8S. Essinger, for the 
extension of health and education work among Jewish clubs. A pro- 
posal was also being considered toappoint a number of Jewish doctors as 
Medical Officers of certain clubs, and to facilitate the collection of 
statistics regarding their members, 

The Chairman and Vice-Chairmen of the Executive Committee and 
the Chairmen of the Sub-Committees were re-elected. Dr. W. M. Feld- 
man, M.R.C.P., F.R.S. (Edin.) was elected Chairman of the Health 
Committee. 

Mr. George A. Cohen, Chairman of the Clinic Committee, reported 
that Miss B, H. Robinson had been appointed to the post of Psychiatric 
Social Worker of the Clinic and that the Child Guidance Council had 


_ arranged to send her for a period of four months special training in the 


United States, under the Commonwealth Fund. As a result of a new 
arrangement made with the L.C.C, Care Committee workers, the case 
load capacity of the Clinic had been increased. The Clinic was now 
dealing with 100 cases and bad a large number on the waiting list. A 
list of foster homes, farms and training ships for patients was being com- 
piled by Miss P, Brenner and Miss N. Dean, one of the university students 
receiving practical training at the Clinic. 

The Clinic Committee had approved a scheme for the after-care of 
patients by virtue of which the child, having completed treatment at the 
Clinic, would be placed under the guardianship of a social worker who 
would keep in touch with the Clinic and help the child till he reached 
maturity. In addition to promoting the welfare of the child and prevent- 
ing any retrogression, the Clinic would be provided with the means of 
observing what permanent good its treatment bad achieved. Case 


conferences are held between the Clinic officers and social workers on 
alternate Wednesdays and Thursdays. Anthropometric measurements 
are being started by Dr. Emanuel Miller and Dr. L. Fieldman at the 
Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club. The Committee of Management and Dr.

In his Aclightful series of “County Cameos” in the DAILY MAIL, the 
author, “H. B.,.” one day last week, had for his subject “ A Jew's House 
in Suffolk.” He sates that in several towns in the Eastern Counties 
stone horses of Norman date may be found, and he instances the large 
house at bury St. Edmunds, known as Moyses (Moses) Hall. He goes on 
to say that these Norman houses are always called “Jews’ Houses, 
although there is no actual evidence that they were really the houses 
of Jews” in Norman times, in spite of the fact that a contemporary writer 
lescribes the Jews’ Houses as being like “ the palaces of kings.” 


As a-matter of fact, Bury St. Edmunds, like the City of Lincoln, was 
one of the ‘cities in the East: rn Counties in which the wealthy Jews 
resided after thc y came tothis country with William the Conqueror. They 
Lronght to England the Norman style of building houses of stone instead 
of wood, and this is proved beyond doubt by contemporary historians. 
In the Oid Jewry, Cheapside, in Norman and Plantagenet times, 
the houses of the wealthy Jewish merchants were invariably built 
of stone. Itis very interesting to know that Moyses Hall, which still exists, 


contains in the basement a splendid Norman crypt, which is sometimes 
called a synagogne 


Mr. G. L. Henriques has gained the golf championship of the County 
of Lancashire, and in doing so has broken the record for the Liverpool course. 
Mr. Henriques has been a prominent amateur golfer in the North of 
England for some time. He is tall and strong, and hails from Liverpool.

Law Cases. 


Divorce and Alimony.—In the House of Lords, before the Lord Chancellor. 
Vieconnt Dunedin, Lord Shaw, Lord Buckmaster and Lord Atkin, a decision 
was given in the case of Mr. Macrice Percy Hymay. of Jermyn Street, who, 
in September, 1909, entered into a deed of separation from his wife, Mrs. 
May Ward Hyman, of Biddulph Mansions, Maida Vale, the deed containing 
an undertaki:g b> tne husband to pay his wife a sum down and the clear 
weekly amount of £20. The House of Lords decided, in the words of the 
Lord Chancellor, that the. power of the Court to make provision for a wife 
on the dissolution of her marriage was a necessary incident of the power to 
(lecree such a dissolution, conferred in the interest not merely of the wife, 
but of the public, and that the wife could not by her own covenant preclude 
herself from invoking the jurisdiction of the Court or preclude the Court 
from the exercise of that jurisdiction. In 1926 the Act giving the right toa 
wife to divorce her husband for adultery having been passed meantime, the 
wife obtained a divorce, and Mr. Justice Hill held that she was not precluded 
from prosecuting her claim to maintenance. The Court of Appeal affirmed 
the decision, and the husband appealed to the House of Lords. ‘The Lord 
Chancellor, moving that the appeal should be dismissed, said that he was 
prepared to hold that the parties could not validly make an agreement either 
not to invoke the jurisdicton of the Court or to control the 
Court when its jurisdiction was invoked.

Alderman Neal, Jack Lanpes, 26, of Poets Road, Stoke Newington; and 
Morris Lannpes, 28, living at King Street, Hammersmith, furriers, who have 
carried on busisess at Beech Street, Barbican, were charged on a warrant 
with conspiring together, between April 1 and November 1, 1928, to defraud 
such persons as might be induced to supply them with goods on credit. Mr. 
Herbert J. Baron, on behalf of the prosecution, said that the charge against 
the defendants was that they defrauded their creditors, within a few months 
of their bankruptey, of goods to the value of over £20,000. Detective 
Inspector Stubbings gave evidence of arresting Morris Landes at his home, and 
said that Jack Landes called voluntarily at the police station. Mr. H. 
Fishman, who appeared for the aecused, said they had had ample opportu- 
nity of absconding, but they had shown no inclination to do so, and, in fact, 
strenuously contested this charge. Some months ago they surrendered ther 
passports to the Official Receiver. The Alderman remanded the accused, 
agreeing to accept bail for each of them in the sum of £500. 


Charged with Abandoning her Children.— Before Mr. Alderman Jacobs, 
at the Guildhall, Mary Racuxow, 43, a native of Russia, who gave an acdidress 
at Convent Yard, Portobello Road. W.. was charged on remand with 
abandoning her two children. Nora. aged 9, and Norman, aged 6, by leaving 
them in Aldgate at midnight on April l6th. Dectective-sergeant Pickett 
said that the accused had well-to-do relatives in Glasgow, who desired to 
have nothing more to do with her. Her husband was in New York. The 
accused denied that she abandoned the children. She missed them, she 
declared while searching for a night’s shelter, having been turned out of het 
hotel for lack of funds. Miss Elsa Tomple, welfare worker of the Jewish 
Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, said that since the last 
hearing she had received letters from people all over the country who had 
read reports of the case. Some of these contained offers of adoption, but she 
thought that the children had better be sent to industrial schools.

Auntie’s Chat, 


The description of Deborah as “ Israel’s Joan of Arc” is not inapt. 
Deborah was certainly a heroine, and round her name is written one 
of the most dramatic stories in the Bible as well as one of the finest 
pieces of early Hebrew poetry. The story and the poem are to be 
found in the fourth and fifth chapters of the Book of Judges. They 
well repay study. They should be read with a map of Palestine in 
front of you. 

AN OPPRESSOR. 

The story telis of the deliverance of Israel from a powerful king of 
Canaan named Jabin, who reigned in Hazorin the north of Palestine 
pear the waters of Merom, the first of the lakes through which the 
Jordan flows. He harried the country by means of “nine hundred 
chariots ofiron.” W: ta picture of the conditions prevailing from 
Deborah’s song. The «in roads were blockaded. Travellers had to 
use by-ways. The wuvle country was terrorised. No-one dared to 
appear armed. “ Was there a shield or spear seen among forty thon- 
sand in Israel’” The country was given over to anarchy. “ The 
rulers ceased io Israel, they ceased.” 


THE PROPHETESS. 

The standard of revolt was to be raised by & woman. Endowed 
with the gift of prophecy, a woman named Deborah (“bee”) the wife 
of a man named Lapp doth, wax ettracting neople to her hill-si!e home 
on Mount Ephraim, about half-way ia a straight line between the 
modern Jaffa and the Jordan. There, sitting under a palm tree, she 
judged the children of Israel. We can imagine how she heard many 

stories of the trials of the population under their oppressor and bow 
her heart was stirred to the determination to do what she could to 
throw off this oppressive yoke. — 


A PLAN OF REVOLT. 


She looked about for someone to take the lead. As I have said, 
the population was absolutely cowed. No-one dared assert any 
authority. But Deborah seems to have known one man whom she 
thought she could trust. This was Barak, who lived at Kedesh in 
Naphtali, a little to the north of the seat of Jabin’s Government. She 
sent him a message suggesting that he was divinely choven for the 
work of deliverance.

A PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


Now let’us glance at our map and study the plan of campaign that 
loborah had drawn up. She seems to have known the country well. 
The area chosen for battle was the scene of several Palestinian 
campaigns. Deborah showed great strategy. Barak was to assemble 
his forces on Mount Tabor to the south-west of the Lake of Tiberias, 
overlooking the plain of Esdraleon, the “ Emek,” where there are now 
many flourishing Jewish agricultura! colonies. While Barak took the 
nigh ground, Deborah planned to occupy Sisera, Jabin's general, on 
the piain, and to lure him to the region watered by the River Kishon, 
4 marsby country tn which he would pot have much freedom of move- 
ment.
